BERKELEY — Thomas Nelson Truax, 26-year- 
old Association of Bay Area Governments executive 
who stole $511,000 from his office, was only minutes 
from capture last February when he was tipped off 
that police wanted him, it was learned last night. 
(Other ABAG stories, page 23.) 


Contrary to published speculation before he was 
caught in Florida. Truax was not tipped off by a 
friend— but got the tip when he turned on his car 
radio and heard a newscaster report that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was hunting for him. 


These new details of the scandal were reported 
last night to ABAG's executive committee at the Hotel 


Claremont by the association's special counsel. Arthur 
Harris of Berkeley. Harris, hired to recover the 
money, said he learned the new details from Truax 
himself in a four-hour interview with him June 3 in 
San Francisco City Jail. 


Truax was sentenced by federal and Alameda 
County judges to serve concurrent 10-vear and two-to- 
20-year prison sentences. Harris said he would be eligi­ 
ble for parole in five to six years. 


On the evening before state investigators tried to 
capture Truax. explained Harris, the young gambler 
had flown to Los Vegas with a $50,000 ABAG check, 
cashed it at Caesar's Palace, and promptly lost all but 
$4,000. 


The next morning. Thursday, Feb. 8, Truax called 
his boss at ABAG, Warran Schmid, to say lie was sick 
and would not be in for work. Schmid, who less than an 
hour later was to learn from state investigators of the 
theft, told Truax that if he felt better to come in later. 


That afternoon. Truax called again, and told 
Schmid he was at the office of an Oakland doctor. 
Schmid kept Truax on the phone long enough for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to trace the call to Las 
Vegas, and convinced Truax that there was so much of­ 
fice work to be done, that he ought to come in. 


Truax was so convinced of Schmid’s sincerity, 
said Harris, that he immediately chartered a jet for

Reportedly Sent To Johnson

Johnson about the time the court 
completed its 1967-68 term on 
Monday.

Henrich To Doff Fire Chief's Hat

“ Refrigerator fire,” reads the 
entry on page one. 
“ Still alarm via phone to The 
Cedars, 
Bolinas 
and 
Upper 
Road. Out 1:52 a.m .—In service 
2:25 a.m .” 


The date was, Nov. 27, 1944, 
and Adolph T. Hinrich had 
passed his baptism as fire 
chief of Ross. A short circuit 
in a refrigerator had caused 
insulation on a wire to burn, 
filling the main house of “The 
Cedars” with smoke. Henrich 
and two other firemen ex­ 
tinguished the fire with water 
from a faucet. 


The incident is recorded in the 
log which Henrich has kept of 
every call the Ross Fire Depart­ 
m ent has received during his 24 
years as chief. 
That log, filling several books, 
will end July 31 when the chief 
retires at the age of 65. Thus 
will end the career of a rare 
m an, who was able to fulfill his 
boyhood ambition and become a 
fireman. 
In 1917 he moved to Dixon, 
where he worked, attended high 
school and fought fires as a 
volunteer. 
The 
chief’s 
a g i l i t y 
in 
firefighting is natural: he was a 
versatile athlete in high school, 
playing baseball, basketball and 
ran track, finishing fourth one 
year in the high hurdles at the 
state meet. 
He then went to work for Shell 
Oil Co. in Dixon as bookkeeping 
clerk. His job with Shell took 
him to Klam ath Falls, Ore., and 
then to Ukiah.

Shortly after he ar­ 
rived in 1926, there was a big 
fire and he helped fight it. The 
Ukiah Fire Department was 
an all-volunteer crew; A. T.

The juvenile court, 
in that case or for other reasons 
may certify him to the regular 
adult courts for prosecution. 
On the other hand, the judge 
of an adult court may certify a

under twenty-one to the juvenile 
court. 
Juvenile court seeks primari­ 
ly to rehabilitate the young of­ 
fender. to keep him away from 
adult offenders, and in general 
to treat him more like an errant 
youngster than a mature adult 
Juvenile court proceedings are 
civil rather than c r i m i n a l .

CHICAGO (AP» — Taxes are 
hitting Canadians as hard as 
they are Americans. 
Commerce Clearing House, a 
tax law authority, said in eight 
of Canada’s 10 provinces tax in­ 
creases across the Dominion 
involved income, sales, liquor 
and motor vehicles.

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THE POLITICAL SCENE 
Rocky Claiming Effort Taking Hold 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller thinks his 
campaign to overtake Richard 
M. Nixon for the Republican 
presidential nomination is start­ 
ing to take hold. 
“This thing is turning over. 
The crowds and the response 
have been better than I’ve ever 
seen. I'm very pleased/’ the 
New Yorker said yesterday, a 
day that had him in Chicago, 
Ohio and Washington. 
At the same time. Rockefeller 
is completely realistic about his 
position at this point. He an­ 
swered a reporter’s question in 
Chicago on his chances by say­ 
ing: 
“The party leaders are proba­ 
bly two-to-one in favor of Dick 
Nixon. But the party leaders 
also want to win this election. 
And therefore the fact that the 
people in this country’ are in­ 
creasingly evidencing their sup­ 
port for me, I think this will be 
reflected in the thinking of the 
party leaders.” 
Rockefeller, who capped a 
growing 
personal 
campaign 
against Nixon by mentioning 
him by name for the first time 
yesterday. Is trying to force the 
vice president into a dialogue on 
the major foreign and domestic 
issues. He thinks Nixon is more 
likely to make mistakes—espe­ 
cially under pressure—than he 
is. He admits he is counting on 
this 
Nixon, however, said he does 
not propose to engage in any 
form of colloquy. 
Rockefeller said the crowd in 
Chicago’s Loop, exceeded all his 
expectations.

VATICAN CITY <AP) - Pope 
Paul VI has agreed to allow Ro­ 
man Catholic theologians to be­ 
come members of the Faith and 
Constitution 
Committee spon­ 
sored by the World Council of 
Churches,

nounced today. 
Issued by Bishop John Wille­ 
brands, secretary of the Chris­ 
tian Union secretariat, the an­ 
nouncement said the decision 
marked a “new and dynamic 
stage in the work of coopera­ 
tion” 
between 
the 
Catholic 
Church and the council. 
Bishop Willebrands said that 
the decision was among topics 
to be discussed at the council’s 
fourth assembly general in Upp­ 
sala, Sweden, July 4-20. 
He said the assembly at Upp­ 
sala will also consider revamp­ 
ing the Vatican-WCC joint work­ 
ing group which has been in ex­ 
istence since 1965. 
Bishop Willebrands said that, 
while allowing Catholic theolo­ 
gians to join the Faith and Con­ 
stitution Committee was a big 
move toward better relations 
with non-Catholic Christians, it 
was not to be considered a step 
toward formal membership for 
the Catholic Church in the coun­ 
cil. 
He described the committee 
as an adjunct of the council, but 
with its own independence. 
The committee existed before 
the WCC was set up in 1948 It is 
a consultative body on theologi­ 
cal questions, open also to rep­ 
resentatives of churches which 
•re not WCC members 
Bishop Willebrands said the 
committee expanded its mem­ 
bership to 150 last August to 
make room for Roman Catholic 
theologians. 
“The (Roman C a t h o l i c ) 
Church itself is not directly 
committed by the participation 
of its theologians.” he said. 
“ Naturally the responsibility of 
the theologians who become 
members of it is serious.” 
He did not say when and how 
many would actually join.

A Foul Conspiracy: Register Automobiles!

“The right of the motoring public 
in the United States to obtain, own, 
and use automobiles for proper lawful 
purposes is in the greatest jeopardy in 
the history of our country. 


“Certainly all sincere citizens of this 
nation want an end to highway acci­ 
dents and careless driving. Some of 
our greatest national leaders have 
pointed out that the causes include ad­ 
verse living conditions of many citi­ 
zens, poorly supported police agencies, 
failure of the courts to enforce prompt 
and adequate penalties, lack of parent­ 
al control and. most of all. a general 
permissiveness permeating our society 
which has made the obligation to obey 
the law meaningless to many. Some­ 
how in the minds of many well mean­ 
ing persons the ownership and use of 
automobiles has obscured the true 
causes of death and injuries on streets 
and highways and has resulted in a 
national wave of intense effort to enact 
severe controls both against the crim­ 
inal and the law abiding citizen without 
differentation. 


“The National Motorists Associa­ 
tion has steadfastly maintained that 
prompt and adequate punishment of 
those who misuse automobiles should 
be mandatory . . . 


“HOWEVER, IN RESPONSE to the 
plea of the President and the public 
reaction to highway accidents. Sen. 
Dodd Thomas and Congressman Sam­ 


uel Meller have introduced bills in the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
which would require the registration 
of all motor vehicles in the nation. 
Registration would commence 90 days 
after enactment. Persons who choose 
not to register their cars may, instead, 
turn them in and thereby avoid pro­ 
secution under the law . . . 
“Unless the motorists of America 
clearly express their views without de­ 
lay to their senators and congressmen, 
individuals will be prohibited from ac­ 
quiring motor vehicles in interstate 
commerce and general registration of 
such vehicles will become a reality. 
Indications in the form of statements 
by some proponents of restrictive auto­ 
mobile legislation are clear that their 
goal is complete abolition of civilian 
ownership of motor vehicles. The sit­ 
uation demands immediate action by 
every law abiding auto owner in the 
United States.

Well, don't blame us if it does. It 
is a paraphrase of a circular letter 
sent to all members of the National 
Rifle Association, over the signature 
of Harold W. Glassen, president. 
We have simply substituted “motor 
vehicle” and “automobile” for “fire­ 


arms” and “long Guns,” and “high­ 
way accidents and careless driving” 
for “violent crime and lawlessness,” 
deleted reference to the assassination 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, and slight­ 
ly altered the names of senator and 
congressman who introduced bills for 
registration of all guns. 
It would be terrible, wouldn't it, if 
we motorists had to register our auto­ 
mobiles? Everyone knows that it is no 
cars that kill—it is drivers.

I was doing 
everything I could to get it 
But God knows I didn't want it 
this w*y.” 


INEVITABLY perhaps, the 
adulators are making Robert 
Kennedy in death larger than 
he was in life for all his ex­ 
traordinary vitality*, spirit and 
zest. And it is against this 
larger-than-life hero that his 
rivals are now being measured 
and found wanting There is

a despairing response 
among 
the 
dedicated

nedyites that the game is now

Ignored By Legislature

center its activities on the

The legislature is proceeding 
according to the course of 
human nature. The case in 
point is legislation pertaining 
to the control of air pollutants, 
and a general tightening up of 
laws 
relating 
to 
emissions 
from automobiles. 


LEGISLATORS, or at least 
some of them, are right now 
having a heyday with pro­ 
posals for new gun control 
l e g i s l a t i o n , while bills 
strengthening the anti-pollution 
laws lie dormant in the Senate 
Transportation Committee. 
The dangers to health and 
life itself of continued mass 
pollution of die air have been 
called to 
the 
attention 
of 
legislators for some years now. 
While conditions grow worse 
continually, 
the 
Legislature 
makes but little a d v a n c e 
against die onslaught of bad 
air — or call it poison air for 
that, in the long run. is what it 
amounts to. 
Some observations have been 
made by Dr Seymour Calvert, 
director of the Air Pollution 
Research Center at University 
of California, Hiverside, which 
may serve to bring home the 
necessity for action. 
He says tiiat since it has not 
conclusively been proved that 
smog can kill people, “ the 
general public seems to accept

air pollution as little more than 
discomfitting. 
“ Los 
Angeles 
began

the California death rate from 
lung cancer and emphysema in 
the 
seven 
vears 
following 
1950.” 
Now die question is. Dr 
Calvert says, is how much the 
people are willing to sacrifice 
or compromise to have com­ 
paratively clean air. Says Dr 
Calvert: 
“ Fresh 
air 
is 
no 
longer free.” 
Even if the public is willing 
to pay the bill (which it ap­ 
parently is not) there is no 
assurance modem science can 
arrive at a solution.

General Hints For Parents Maureen E. Pepple

Are your children going to at­ 
tend a sum m er cam p? If it is 
a sleep-away cam p, there are 
several 
im portant 
things 
to 
rem em ber. These concern both 
the items to sand and your plans 
for communication. 
Make sure you send a suf­ 
ficient amount of clothing of 
various types. 
Camps 
w i l l 
usually 
provide 
a 
suggested 
packing list. It is important that 
you follow these suggestions as 
closely as possible. The lists are 
made with the knowledge of the 
weather, 
laundry 
plans 
and 
previous experience. 
What general hints might be 
profitable to parents? First, it is 
by no means advisable to go out 
and 
purchase 
many 
dollars 


worth of clothing. Send along 
clothes which are part of the 
child's 
regular 
s u m m e r 
wardrobe. Camp laundries are 
not usually able to do careful in­ 
dividual work. Make sure that 
most 
items 
are 
able 
to be 
laundered. The child should be 
aw are of the items which must 
be dry cleaned. 
Every piece of clothing and 
equipment 
should 
have 
the 
child’s nam e clearly m arked. 
Name tapes 
should be sewn 
whenever 
possible. 
“ Iron-on” 
tapes sometimes fall off. Boots, 
shoes, and other sim ilar items 
can be marked with indelible ink 
or pencil. This will avoid many 
losses. 
The type of clothing will de­ 
pend upon the cam p program 
and 
location. 
Additional 
long 


panis are advisable if the pro­ 
gram includes a great deal of 
hiking and camping. A camp 
located in a mountain area will 
have some very cold weather, 
especially 
in 
August. 
Some 
winter 
sw eaters 
and 
jackets 
m ay 
be very 
welcome. 
The 
cam p directors or parents of 
children who have previously at­ 
tended the particular cam p can 
be most helpful in advising you. 
If the cam p requires a specific 
uniform, don't place your child 
in the em barrassing position of 
being without one. Your child 
will be most uncomfortable if he 
is forced to be different than his 
cam p m ates. 
What items do parents often 
forget 
to 
send? 
Surprisingly 
enough some parents do not 
send a 
pillow. 
Perhaps they 
think that these are supplied by 
the camp. Your child will be 
most comfortable if he sleeps on 
his own pillow. Other parents 
send rubbers but neglect to send 
boots. When it rains in a sum­ 
m er cam p boots are usually a 
necessity. 
A 
light 
vv e i g h t 
sw eater or jacket is most ap­ 
propriate in the early evening 


just after sundown. Don't forget 
to send at least three bathing 
suits. Children are often swim­ 
ming twice a day and the suits 
do not always dry in time. 
Arrange 
for 
regular 
com­ 
munication with your child. He 
should write every day even if 
its just a postcard. You should 
reciprocate with a sim ilar daily 
note. Children love to receive 
mail. It can be most unpleasant 
when everyone else has a note 
from home and one child does 
not. If your child is young it is a 
good idea to address postcards 
and 
envelopes 
for 
him. 
You 
might 
address 
some 
to 
his 
grandparents and relatives and 
friends. Send along a list of ad­ 
dresses and phone num bers for 
the counsellors reference. 
If reasonable, you might ar­ 
range for a weekly telephone 
call. When arranging the time 
rem em ber 
that 
many 
camps 
operate on Standard tim e rather 
than Daylight Saving Time. 
Plan carefully and you will 
add to your child's enjoyment at 
camp. Many of the above sug­ 
gestions are also important for 
day camps.

The driverless Diesel, pulling 
a second diesel unit and stirring 
up a giant pall of dust in its 
wake, rushed 80 miles through 
five counties before a Santa Fe 
switchman forced its derailment 
on a sharp curve. 
Police and highway patrolmen 
guarded crossings to prevent

engines. Only the Lone Ranger 
and the cameras were missing 
The locomotives broke free at

A highway patrolman north­

He added an investigation into 
the cause of the “ unbelievable” 
incident began even before “ we
